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Freddy yonSaal, our Scientific Editor, reports on the lay meeting of the

"The conference was addressed by Lt. Comdr. Thomas I. Hoen, U. Se Gas who 
did and. can occasionally be persuaded to do our neuro-surperye Comdr. ‘Hoen is at 
present doing very brilliant work at. St. flbans’ Naval Hospital. “He twas originally 
scheduled. to speak on peripheral nerve injuries in which he is particularly in~ 
terested as, many .of you know. As usual, the discussion vendered off the subjéct and 
he ended; up.by, talkin; on a good many neurological problems of “orthopaedic interest. 
Comdr...Hoen still firmly believes that the plasm clot is the solution to per iphes ral 
nerve suture. He demonstrated both clinically and experimentally (by means of pa= — 
tients, Jantern slides and moving pictures) that this method of nerve suture was far 
superior to any other. Silk gives sufficient irritation to cause scarring and 
neuroma formation quite frequently. Tantalum foil’and tantalum wire have failed ‘to 
live upto expectations and it has been found thet scarring occurs inside the foil 
as well as outside. In addition to this, tantalum my occasionally shatter produc- 
ing a multiple foreign body effect. Comdr. Hoen also discussed ‘early laminectomy 
for spine fractures with paralysis. He believes the earlier the laminectomy is 
done the better the result.
